11.—Lord Charles Beresford, admiral 
of the British navy and special trade 
commissioner of the London Board ot 
Trade, who has been making a study 
of the trade conditions in the Orient 
with particular reference to the main- 
tenance of tha open door policy in 
China, arrived here yesterday on the 
Japanese steamer America Mara. Hig 
present plan is to remain here a few 
days and then proceed to Chicago, 
New York and Washington. He pro- 
poses to ascertain for himself the senti- 
ment of the American people on the 
"open door" policy. 


Lord Beresford was met by British 


Consul W. Clayton Pickersgill and 
Surveyor^ of the Port Spear, and was 
taken to Powell street wharf oil the 
boarding steamer Golden Gate. He 
was driven to thn Palace Hotel. 


Declaration. 


Lord Charles Brecsford conies to 


America with these words of his 
spoken at Yokohama, just before his 
departure, following him: 


"It this union between Germany, 


the United States, Japan aud Great 
Britain is not consummated it means 
w»r." 


He said frankly to Ms Japanese and 


Chinese audiences that tha shutting 
out of China of these four countries 
meant a deplorable state of affairs; a 
state which must end in tbe ruin of 
China. He depreciated English envy 
of American competition, praised the 
"open door ' policy, and bespoke for 
China a new civilization if brought 
into healthful contact with the civil- 
ization of the four nations he believes 
in. 
Involves China's Future. 


When seen at his hotel he talked 


freely concerning his mission aud de- 
clared himself hopeful of success, lie 
said that his proposition was for four 
powers—Great Britain, 
the United 


States, Germany aud Japan—to com- 
bine to maintain freo commercial re- 
lations in the Orient. 


Daring Plan. 


Under this mild statement is con- 


cealed a plan daring in the extreme, 
which has for its object the virtual 
subordination of Chinese sovereignty 
to the four powers named. 
Beresford is anxious to reach Lnadau, 
as he has matters of vast importance 
to communicate to the British govern* 
ment, and wishes to make his report 
before parliament adjourns 
Ho fears, 


too, that the rebellion which is spread- 
ing rapidly in Chiua may change the 
eutire situation, which at present is 
most favorable to his plan. Lord 
Beresford said: 


'' When I left Shanghai tho entire 


at once. The attitude of Russia makes 
no difference, although she may make 
trouble. We do not want territory; 
we only ask an open door and a chance 
to expand our trade. We will recog- 
nize Chiua and put her in a position 
to defend herself. There should be no 
difficulty in England aud America 
reaching an early conclusion in this 
matter. France has uo real interest in 
the subject, as she has no trade with 
China. 


"Everywhere in the Orient the plan 


I have outlined was favored. English, 
men, Americans and Germans all de- 
cided that it would be the salvation 
of China, and it was the only method 
which could save the county from 
the doom which now seems close at 
hand. We must act, and that soon, if 
this plan is to succeed.''

Uis 
life aud its deeds are very closely asso- 
ciated with Macon county and at each 
anniversary of his birth incidents of 
his life in the community are en- 
thusiastically recalled. 


BUILT A CABIN IN 1830. 


Lincoln and his father come to Ma- 


con county in 183ft. They bought 10 
acres of land about 10 miles west of 
Decatur and built a log cabin for 
which Lincoln cut the logs. They 
raised a crop of corn. 
Tha same year 


Lincoln hired out to the farmers and 
farmed 50 acres of land which he 
planted in corn. He spent the follow- 
ing winter chopping wood aud split- 
ting rails. His father went to Charles- 
ton the next year and located there 
permanently. 


FIRST PUBLIC ADDRESS. 


Lincoln's first public speech was 


made from the top of a salt barrel 
which stood in front of a grocery 
owned by Colonel Pngh on Wast Main 
street, where J. L. Adam*' residence 
now stands. The speech wan in favor 
of 
thosa who were agitating the 


possibilities of the navigation of the 
Sangamou by large boats. It was said 
by all who heard it to be a fine one.

Somehow or 
other there was a mesmeric influence 
come over the delegates that made 
them vote for honest Abe Lincoln, 
the rail splitter. 
Such enthusiasm 


you never saw when it \\aa announced 
that Abe was the nominee. The can- 
nons commenced 
firing, 
bands of 


music rent the air and shouts went up 
from the thousands that were on the 
outside of the wigwam. Immediately 
a procession was termed that marched 
through the streets. In the procession 
was to be seen men with rail* and 
scantlings upon their shoulder*, just 
a* much an they could carry. In less 
than an hoar after the nomination the 
Pennsylvania delegation had a banner 
with this Inscription on it, 'Penniyl- 
vaaia good for 20,000 majority for Old 
Abe Lincoln, the man that can tplit 
rail* and maal Democrat*.' We can 
carry every matern and northwestern 
itate with tha ticket If Seward bad 
been nominated it would have been 
doubtful, although a* for a* I am con- 
cerned I woald Jnst a* 1000 vote for 
Beward tt any other man.

JACK RABBITS HIS GAME. 


Mum Flid. ProBt IB He*. 


the Anhnali far Counlnc 


Jack rabbits are a great blessing. So 


says W. J. Browning, of Tulare county, 
Cal. But, then, Mr. Browning is not a j 
rancher. He is a jack rabbit catcher, 
and can sell all that he can catch. And 
at good prices, too. 


Mr. Browning claims to be the only 


professional jack rabbit catcher in the 
country. His unique business keeps 
him occupied all the year around, and 
his customers can be found in every 
part of the union. 


Who wants to buy jack rabbits? is a 


natural question. Principally the cours- 
ing parks; but there are others. 


In 1881 John Dugan, of Newark, Cal., 


offered $1,000 for 1,000 live hares, to h* 
used for inclosed coursing purposes. 


Stimulated by this offer, Mr. Brown- 


ing- undertook to capture the fleet-foot- 
ed fellows by driving them into a corral 
made by stretching- fish nets between 
posts driven at intervals into th« 
ground. Since then he has shipped 
many thousands, alive, to all parts oi 
the country for inclosed coursing pur- 
poses, besides many thousand dead 
ones, which, perhaps, found their way 
ultimately to the breast of the serene 
butdeceptive"checkentamale." 


It is astonishing to learn how many 


dead hare are sold in the markets oi 
some of the cities west of the Missis- 
sippi river in one year. During thii 
period a few years ago the sales in Lot 
Angeles amounted to 9,200, San Fran- 
cisco, 90,000; Denver, 30,000, and Minne- 
apolis surpassed her old rival, St. PanI, 
consuming 23,000 to the latter's 12,000 
hares. The prices of dead hares, range 
from 75 ceutsto three dollars per dozen. 


Mr. Browning ban very considerably 


"mproved his methods since he began 
trapping live hares, in 1881, to meet the 
growing demand of the various racing 
parks. He has shipped these gray rac- 
ers of the sage brush successfully to 
Kew Orleans, SaltLakeCity, Buttc City, 
Victoria, B. C., Dallas, Tex., and othei 
eastern parks. 


The "rabbit crew" consists, of from 


five to twelve- men mounted on tough 
steeds. The business is very hard on 
horses, and Mr. Browningfindsitneces- 
sary, on account of relays, to have on 
hand 20 or 25 of them. He takes as.part 
of his equipment one large four-horse 
wagon for the nets and two othei 
wagons for hares and other tra-ppings, 
His field foroperationsineludes iferced 
(original ground), Fresno, Tulare and 
Kern counties. 
When the trapper 


reaches a suitable place he arranges his 
nets in the form of a V, the small end 
opening into a corral or trap. 


The riders then circle around a sec- 


tion or more of land, driving the hares 
into the wings of the trap. The netting 
of the -wings is about three feet high, 
and the netting of the corral is about 
six feet in height, and lined with canvas, 
to prevent the h-ares from injuring 
themselves. Under the canvas, which 
does not extend quite to the ground, 
are placed the coops, with the cells open, 
offering an apparent retreat for the 
frightened animal, which .readily ac- 
cepts the position, and is thus secured 
without inconvenience and without evei 
being handled. 


The coops contain ten cells, or stalls, 


which are ten inches high, five inches 
wide, and 14 inches long, and in these 
cells "Brer Babbit" remains till he 
reaches the park to display hi&fleetness 
of foot. 


Mr. Browning ships from 1.000 to 2.00C 


hares per month, and these during-con- 
finement are fed on 
and cabbage. The price per hare, alive, ' 
varies from 40 cents to one dollar each, 
—Chicago Inter Ocean.
